Tho sale of tho Union Pacific Kail- 


road and branches, which was an- 
nounced to take place next Monday, 
has been postponed by order of the 
Government authorities until Decem- 
ber loth. The proposed sale, which 
was arranged between the Government 
officials and the Reorganization Com- 
mittee of the Union Pacific, was de- 
nounced as a swindle by many of the 
leading nowspapeis of tho country, but 
especially by the New York Journal 
and tho San Fraoeisco Examiner, and 
the Administration unable otherwise to 
escape the consequences of tho scandal 
decided to postpone tho sale. 


By the terms of the agreement be- 


tween the railroad magnat&s and the 
Government the people were to be 
swindled out of nt least $23,000,000 
The road, which v,aa to be purchnsed 
by the syndicate for $25,000,000 less 
than it cost tho Government, was to be 
incorporated by $230,000,000, on which 
the company, by exhoibitant charges 
for transportation, expected the public 
to pay interest.

It 
now appears tbat by postponing the 
sale there will be at least two bidders 
and that the Government may realize 
from the sale tho full amount of its 
expenditures in aid of the road.
